Communists* In general the Socialists are leaderiess, apathetic, and disor- 
ganized so that their importance as a political group inside the prisons is 
negligible* 

2* Although the Socialists are extremely anti-Communist, they have refused to 
join the CNT membership in actively opposing the Partido Comunista LspanoX 
in the prisons* Because of the apathy of the Socialists, the Communists 
regard them as an unimportant opponent® 

3* The Socialist membership is made up for the most part of former leaders of 
the party who hope that they will again assume positions of importance upon 
their release* In general they are adherents of the Indole cio PRIETO Tuero
